Everything seemed to work in our fever, 
for we were a little over a ship’s length 
from them on their third appearance ; 
and the boat I was in, being a good sail¬ 
or, had shot ahead of the other three. 
Then you ought to have seen that second 
mate, bare-headed and bare-footed, for 
in his excitement he had thrown off shoes 
and hat, (the hat went overboard.)— 
W itk one hand clutching the steering 
oar with a nervous grasp, while with the 
other he was pressing on the after oars¬ 
man s oar, almost shoving that individual 
through the bottom of the boat at every 
push. He had got ahead of the others, 
and would have first chance at the 
whales, that was all he cared about] what 
did it matter to him how he went on the 
monster as long as he got on? that seemed 
to be his only trouble. So, madly ges¬ 
ticulating at his crew,who were doing all 
in their power to further his interests 
and their own, our boat fetched up along 
side of a nice, fat looking fish. In an¬ 
other instant there was a blinding splash 
of salt water in our faces which nearly 
took our breaths, then a sudden shock 
and crash underneath us, that made every 
plank and rib in the old boat tremble 
from stem to stern, this accompanied 
by the hoarse cries of tho men, and half 
crazy ^rdeiajif our^oflicers, blended with 
the sounds of flapping sail and rigging 
that were flying about our ears, served to 
put a damper on all our hopes and ex¬ 
pectations. It was soon ascertained by 
the water that was rushing about our 
feet, that we were stoven, and that too 
without being fast to the whale. How¬ 
ever there was no time for vain regrots, 
the damage was dene, and it was just 
old Handy’s luck ] so throwing off our 
jackets and shirts wocramraed them into 
the hales in the bottom of our boat as 
best we could ; then we took buckets and 
hats and commenced bailing the boat 
with a will.

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ing on the roof. The second, above the 
Home is in the same condition, contains 
3,000 acres, and has been offered for sale 
at $30,000. This Parish is called one of 
the more prosperous in tho State. Others 
may average a little better, but a greater 
number are poorer. I think there are 
many reasons why more land is not 
worked. Lack of funds is one, ability to 
economize time and labor is not yet gain¬ 
ed, and the planter knowing that all lie 
receives will be like driftwood upon the 
sea of debt around kim, has little cour¬ 
age to struggle. Shrewdness is not bred 
in this warm climate. A Northern 
farmer would make his land providafood 
for himself and laborers, and not live 
wholly on the proceeds of tho sugar and 
cotton crops as many do, thereby throw¬ 
ing into the produce markets of New Or¬ 
leans much that might be saved. Beans, 
potatoes and other vegetables, can be 
raised nearly tho year around, and with 
“hog and hominy” one need not suffer. 
The majority even buy their meat and 
com. Perhaps you wonder how the col¬ 
ored people live if so little of the land is 
cultivated. Those who have steady work 
and provide their families with the ne¬ 
cessaries, are a sort of aristocracy, those 
less fortunate live on next to nothing, 
and are happy. Their wants lessen with 
the supply. As they are tho farthest 
remove possible from our Northern peo¬ 
ple in many respects, it may be they find 
comfort in living within their income, if 
it be five dollars or five cents a day. 
There is such a thing as abstract happi¬ 
ness, and perhaps they enjoy without 
understanding it. 

One naturally asks, why don’t the 'own¬ 
ers sell land ? There is much pride here, 
and many prefer to be nominal holders 
of a largo tract rathor than seem obliged 
to part with tynd, or be real owners of a 
small amount. They have “Micawber’s” 
faith in “something turning up.” Some 
plantations are so heavily mortgaged that 
the mortageo knows a sheriff's sale will 
bring him a small per cent., so w^s, too, 
for “something to turn up.” Many 
mortgages are held by Northern men. 
Planters with a year’s proceeds in their 
pockets went North, gambled it away in 
our cities, then borrowed to keep them 
until the next year’s crops were sold, and 
to cover the looseness indulged in no 
small sum was needed. Others, to help 
carry on the war, risked ull and lost all. 
One wonders how many Northern sym¬ 
pathizers with the Rebellion have money 
here.

Tho 
oleanders are far above your head, and 
sweet columbine climbs so high on trellis- 
work that you can pick blossoms and 
take a bird’s nest from the tree top, from 
the same step of tho “stand.” 1 have 
not quite lost my senses yet, but came 
noar it yesterday while ruling through a 
cypress wood. It looked like a wreath 
woven by God to decorate this grand 
country, so closely intwined were the 
trees by the luxurious vines. 

I have not seen a square roof sinco I 
left the city. Their compact look would 
seem oppressive. Nearly all tho best 
housos have balconies lmng out here and 
tlisre, verandas around three sides or 
across a wide front, and much trellis work 
over which roses and other vines clam¬ 
ber. Everybody plans to catch a breeze 
and keep out of the sun. 1 can only give 
you a “birds-eye” view of the inside of 
tlioso homes, as the Southern lady does 
not open her house for tho casual visitor’s 


is so or uot ] at itll events he established 
tho reputation among our crew of having 
the sharpest eye in the ship’s company.

into tho enclosure and sylvan sirens lost 
their blush in a hurry. As if ashamod 
of tho fresh whit® paint, the veranda 
was piled with old boots and shoes, stove 
pipe, boxes and barrels, and everything 
besidoBwas black as dirt could make it. 
A little to the right, were negro cabins, 
minus whitewash. One was romantic, 
being almost bidden by a large fig tree, 
whose branches on one side dropped on 
tho roof, on tho other spread out and 
downward, nearly touching the ground. 
When trimmed, those trees have bare, 
homely branches, but the pruning knife 
had not been used bore j and in their 
natural luxuriance their oddity made 
them pretty. I find it easier to admire 
than to describe. Wc passed into the 
garden wliei’o we saw orange slips from 
tho seed, grape vines, Ac. The myrtle 
oraugo tree is the prettiest tiling 
I havo seen in the South. It has 
small glossy leaves, regularly arranged, 
which remind you of our myrtle before 
you know its name, The fruit is about 
tho size of a peach, and though a “thing 
of beauty” is not “a joy forever” unless 
to a lover of sweetmeats, being bittor and 
needing long soaking to make poor pre¬ 
serves. Tho sour orange so closely re¬ 
semble the sweet that a stranger would 
select it for a fine specimen. It is large 
aud smooth, but oh, bow bitter ! Th* 
juice, if it can bo got out without th# 
bitter oily peel, and with water and su¬ 
gar makes a drink something like lem¬ 
onade, (is a very lit’! astringent).

A Rogue’s Record- 


One of tho teost remarkable criminal 
records is thr of Wm. Alvord, the 
member of the.’Loomis gang who is in 
durance vile, at Syracuse, for stealing a 
horse at Colassc, Oswego county, and 
for appropriating three other horses in 
Onondaga comity. Alvord is a native 
of Brookfield, Madison county, and is 
now G5 years old. He has sjient 32 years 
of h is life in State prison, each successive 
sontence seeming to have no effect on his 
thieving propensities. No sooner would 
he doff the striped suit than he would 
>e unwillingly knocking at the prison 
doors to have it put on again. In 1862 
ho ran a “thief Iioat” on the Erie canal. 
This craft was the “Dan Hartwell” of 
Durhamville. It may be remembered 
that in the evidence deduced at the trial, 
at Morrisvilla, df John Maxwell, for the 
murder of Beuiiet, at Durhamville, it 
was shown that tho prisoner had had 
some dealings with the Loomis gang. 
As he had also vforked on tho canal, it 
may be that he one of the crew of 
the “Dan Hart^elL”- 1 Alvord and his 
accomplices were wont to run this boat 
ostensibly on honest voyages, but really 
for the purpose df horse-thieving along 
their route. These horses were sold in 
Canada, Pennsylvania, and those por¬ 
tions of tli is State, at some distances 
from the respective scenes of the thefts. 
The notorious John Simms, of Camillus,

Mr. Humphries—Dear Sir :— I left 
my home in Oswego Co., some weeks 
since, to make, probably the last visit to 
m/ native New England home, and pre¬ 
suming that a fey waysid® sketches 
will bo acceptable to you, I will note 
some things. Great changos have taken 
place during the forty years since I left 
my native land to seek my fortune in 
this wide and changing world. Out of & 
large circle of relatives and friends I saw 
but few familiar faces, but in wandai ing 
about the “City of the Dead ’’ I found 
hundreds of familiar names of those who 
have long since gone to the spirit land. 

The surface of Windham, Co„ Ct., 
has the general character of eastern N ew 
England, abounding in hills and ledges 
with high elevations, well watered by 
numerous brooks, or small rivers, with 
some good farming land,and much that is 
hard and stony, where a living must be 
obtained by hard labor if drawn from the 
soil. 

The inhabitants are very industrious 
and economical, and the valleys are 
dotted here anil there with factory vil¬ 
lages. 

Manufacturing is carried on ex ten 
sively, and all the factories aro rmiffing 
on full time, but; at reduced wages. It 
would surprise many of the people of 
Oswego county to go through a cotton 
factory and see what machinery can 
do. 

The people of Windham county are 
remarkable for their longevity. The 
town of Killingly boasts of a woman 
104 years of age last August. The 
name of this venerable lady is Margaret 
Middloton ; she was born in 1769 
5Irs. M. is able to walk unaided up and 
down stairs and to thread a needle with 
out glasses. 

Tim month of February has been one 
of cold snaps, sandwiched with spring¬ 
like days. The snow and the sleighing 
like the Siamese twins, “went oft ” to 
gether on the 13th.

tle expense to the State. The report of 
the principel is the first he has made 
since assuming his office, and it is a very 
good one. 

Tho Report of the Indiana Institution 
shows that the number of pupils under 
instruction is 278, and the year’s expen¬ 
diture $76,690.99. The principal writes 
a very good report from which we glean: 

Of the families represented in the Insti¬ 
tution, one contains six deaf-mutes, five 
contain five deaf-mute children each, 
three contain four deaf-mutes, twenty- 
three contain three deaf-mutes, one hun¬ 
dred and forty-two contain two deaf- 
mutes, and five hundred and forty-seven 
one deaf-mute child each. 

The Report of the Iowa Institution 
for 1873 (a biennial report) gives the 
number of pupils in attendance at 119, 
and the expenses for that year at $56,- 
221.81. Thebuildings of this Institution, 
like those of most other Institutions, 
were not completed when originally 
erected. The partial structure finished 
was found sufficient for the immediate 
wants of the Institution, and so, when 
with passing years the number to be in¬ 
structed increases, there is not found 
room enough for all. Urgent appeals, 
therefore, are made to the Legislature of 
that State for additional accommoda¬ 
tions. The Iowa Institution wants a 
new wing, and we sincerely hope it will 
get it. , 

The Report of the Maryland Institur 
tion tells us that it has had during the 
past year an attendance of nearly 100 
pupils, and for their maintenance over 
$30,000 has been expended, A little 
over $140,000 has been expended on ac¬ 
count of buildings, and when everything 
is completed, Maryland will have one of 
the finest Institutions for the instruction 
of the deaf and dumb in the country. The 
Principal, Mr. Ely, writes a very intelli¬ 
gent report, clear, forcible, and to tho 
point; and under his careful and zealous 
management, the Institution will cer¬ 
tainly prosper. We are much pleased 
with this report. It has the best en¬ 
graving of the manual alphabet, and it 
is the best pl’inted and altogether tho 
most finely gotten up of all that have 
come to our table. 

The list of the Reports that we have 
above noticed does not comprise all we 
have received, but for want of space we 
defer making notes of the rest until some 
other time.

Editor’s Table. 


We have received the following Re¬ 
port* from Institutions for the Deaf 
and Dumb, for all of which they have 
our thanks: 

In the Report of the Wisconsin In¬ 
stitution the Principal gives some tables 
to show that the building is too small to 
accommodate the number of pupils ex¬ 
pected in a few years. He says that at 
present it is practically full, and will 
soon be overcrowded, but he adds that 
should the age of admission be limited 
to twelve years, tho demand for increased 
accommodation could be postponed. We 
hope that the Wisconsin Legislature are 
not going to be penny wise and pound 
foolish. A receiit statement of the State 
Treasurer showed the State to be out of 
debt, and as the people of Wisconsin are 
a very good and thrifty people, its Insti¬ 
tution for the deaf and dumb should 
not be neglected; the buildings should 
be enlarged or built up anew.whenever 
the needs of the Institution require. The 
Wisconsin Institution has sent in all 
eleven students to the College at Wash¬ 
ington, and during the past two years 
they have had in fact, though not in 
name, a High Class, and the Principal 
earnestly requests that as early as possi¬ 
ble the department should be established 
and recognized. The number of pupils 
has been 148, and the expenses of the 
Institution for tho fiscal year, $35,- 
355.68. 

In the Report (third annual) of the 
Protestant Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, Montreal, Canada, the Principal 
iuakeB extracts from the Census returns, 
from which it appears that in the 
Province of Quebec there are 1,669 
deaf-mutes. This Institution is a young 
one, but is doing good work. The num¬ 
ber of pupils is 21, and expenses for the 
year, $8,771.88 The Principal, Mr. 
Thomas Wield, is a deaf-mute, and evi¬ 
dently manages the Institution well. 
The report is printed by the pupils of the 
Institution, and is well done. 

The Report of the West Virginia In¬ 
stitution records the number of pupils 
on its roll duriug the past /ear at 60, 
and the expenses of the year at $20,- 
679.43. As is the case with most of the 
Institutions, the buildings have been en¬ 
larged from year to year to accommodate 
the increased attendance. It is pretty 
evident that most of the Institutions in 
the country were originally built with¬ 
out a good look into the future, but this 
may be partially explained by the dif¬ 
ficulty of obtaining sound scientific

A movement of the finger on the fore¬ 
head as if turning something round in 
the mind, expresses to think, to cogitate, 
The fist stnjck on tlie forehead signifies 
stupidity, idiaby.

There are many other signs founded on 
metaphor or allegory, only few of which 
our limits will permit us to describe. 

j Justice is denoted by the equal, aud 
injustice by the unequal scale ; to judge 
being the action of bolding the scales, re¬ 
presented by two circles formed by the 
thumb and index finger of each hand. Hence 
the two scales brought together with em¬ 
phasis express equal value, worth , just 
reward, or just retribution. 

The sign for judging is coupled with 
a general sign for person, to signify a 
judge. This last sign is made by passing 
the two hands down each side of your 
own person, and is one of the school signs, 
that is, signs essential to distinguish one 
word from another ; e. g. to distinguish 
teacher from to teach; writer from to write; 
learner from to learn; fa/rmer from 
farm, <fcc. 

The sign for must ia an emphatic mo¬ 
tion. downward with the hooked fore¬ 
finger. Ifc is varied to express ought, 
need, necessary, &c., but the variations 
cannot be easily described. 

An emphatic striking ©1 the foi f efin- 
ger in the palm of the left hand is the 
radical sign for owe, debt, tax, and their 
kindred ideas. 

A lifting of one hand with the other 
is the radical sign for the numerous 
words expressing aid, help, use, im¬ 
portance, etc. 

Throwing the finger straight forward 
from the lips is a very appropriate sign 
for truth ; and running the finger 
across the lip3 is a good metaphorical sign 
for falsehood. A jest is denoted by tap¬ 
ping the lips two or three times playfully 
with the upright finger, and if that mo¬ 
tion be made sideways, as if to say half 
a lie, it expresses a fib or fiction. 

The signs for resemblance, similarity, 
and sameness, are formed upon a radical 
sign which consists in

and a boy are presented, followed by 
those of a blow of a stick and a bite, the 
idea presented with a rapidity much 
surpassing that of a spoken narrative 
is perfectly clear. The boy struck the 
dog with a stick and the dog bit the boy. 
A struggle between two men, ending in 
a stab, would require more care and 
skill to make clear which was stabbed. 

Tho colloquial language of signs can 
not be said to have any tenses. The time 
being given when necessary, is under¬ 
stood all through the narrative. Nor has 
this language anything corresponding to 
the changes of termination by which we 
distinguish between a verb, adjective, 
and abstract noun. Please, pleasant and 
pleasure have colloquially the same sign, 
and so have hate, hateful and hatred; 
furious, furiously and f ury ; attend , at¬ 
tentive, attentively, and attention, and 
in innumerable other cases. Of course we 
have signs in the school-room to dis¬ 
tinguish these words from one another, 
but they are not used in colloquial dis¬ 
course. 

These schoolroom signs I have spoken 
of, are what remain of the methodical 
signs devised by De l’Epee, extended and 
improved by Sicard, and brought by 
Clerc and Gallaudet from France to 
America. This system of signs takes 
its radicals from the natural or colloquial 
language of signs, but adds to them 
signs for all tlie moods, tenses and per¬ 
sons of verbs, the numbers and cases of 
nouns, for the chauges of termination 
just spoken of, in short building up a 
language parallel sign for word, with 
spoken language. This system is so 
cumbrous that, though some teachers 
like the late Mr. Jacobs, of Kentucky, 
have devoted a life time to improving and 
extending it, most teachers content thein- 
selres with signs enough to explain in 
tlie school room the grammatical inflec¬ 
tions of words, and the difference in use 
between verbs, adjectives, adverbs and 
abstract nouns. 

It is these great differences between 
colloquial language and ours that makes 
deaf-mutes so apt to invert tho order of 
words in tlieir compositions, and to use 
an abstract noun for a verb or vice 
versa. After several years’ instruction 
a deaf-mute wj.ll sometimes write, “I was 
attention ,” or “ho was a mistake,” for at¬ 
tentive and mistaken. 

This number has extended to such a 
length that I have iiot room to describe 
the most valuable improvement made 
in the language of-signs since the days 
of Bicard, the word signs of Prof. 
I. L. Peet, LL. D., whereby synonymous 
or nearly synonymous words are distin¬ 
guished by the initial letters made part 
of tlie sign. See the Annals for Sep¬ 
tember, 1868, page 171.

Wilkinson still adheres to liis former 
opinions in favor of a union of the deaf 
and dumb and tho blind during instruc¬ 
tion, and wishes it distinctly understood 
that his late little unpleasantness is go¬ 
ing to have nothing to do with the change 
of opinion. A good many of his friends, 
and of his opponents, iu view of the 
light of recent events, expected to see 
his next report contain a recommenda¬ 
tion for instant and permanent separa¬ 
tion of the two classes. But whatever 
he may have thought before, it is evident 
that now, since discouragements have 
arisen, he does not mean to let them. 
master him. Each class, we should 
think, would take up all the labor of any 
one man. United it seems that each 
must sacrifice something to the other.

it may be all right, and possibly expe¬ 
rience has taught that what difficulties 
there are do not crop out except where 
there is a large aggregation. And 
as Mr. Wilkinson lias little more than a 
hundred pupils all told, (67 mutes, 45 
blind,) he may safely be let alone to dis¬ 
cover what is right and proper for the 
£uidance of his work. 

The Report of the North Carolina In¬ 
stitution states that during the year the 
number of pupils has been 132 deaf- 
mutes and 70 blind, and the expenditures 
$49,799.20. A good many of the coun¬ 
ties of the State are unrepresented in 
the Institution, and in each of them 
there are deaf and blind persons of the 
right age for education. But they do 
not go to school, and efforts will proba¬ 
bly be made to oblige them to do so.— 
The principal speaks intelligently of 
t rades for the deaf, but makes the follow¬ 
ing rather questionable remark: “The 
deaf and dumb never successfully com- 
)>eta in the various pursuits of life with 
those who possess all their senses.” They 
nre building a separate house to accom¬ 
modate their colored pupils, and have 
largely exceeded the appropriation made 
by the State for that purpose, but explain 
that it would be next to impossible to 
m*ect anything substantial for a smaller 
mm than that which they have expend¬ 
ed, and they hope tho State will make 
provision for the deficiency, which, of 
course, it ought to do.

Tlie sign for marriage is with most 
deaf-mutes tlie joining of the hands, palm 
to palm. Some make this sign for tlie 
investiture of the wedding ring.

The signs for time most refer to the 
motion of the sun, or of the hands of the 
watch. The sign for year is that of the 
right fist representing the earth making 
a complete revolution round the left, 
which stands for the sun.
